of che Popiſh Lords,and B:ſhops,rill of late in the Houle of Peeres : andalchough 
your Petirioners, arc burthened with diverſe Miſerics , and Feares of eminent 
dangers at bome, yet 1-#/azds diltrefles , and unparralleld Calamities, asyer unte- 
medyed, makean addition thereun' 0, and both rheſe are augmerred by the mi(- 
cheivous Plots, whereby the Popiſh, and Malignane party daily attempr to keepe 
us, and them in this ſad conditi- nz who having left no meanes un-aflay'd ro in- 
yolvethe Kingdome, in deepc and deſperaredangers, as 2 principall meanes to 
effc their purpoſes, baye much retarded the proceedings of Parliament, and by 
an un-exampled way, atremprted the violation of the Priviledges, yea, the very 
being of Parliaments: by reaſon whereof, the Rebels in Ireland have been incour- 
aged to goe on intheir Barbarous , and Bloody dcfignes: Trading and Commerce 
is decay'd, the prizesof ſuch things wherein the liveli-hoods of many of your Pc- 
titioners depend, very much abatcd,and themſelves thereby disinabled for a cheer- 
full ſupply of ſuch publique charges, which for the future, the necefficies of the 
State may require, and beſides, the Ki:gdomes may be expoled to Foraigne inva- 
ſions, and your Petitioners to the mercy of the Popiſh parcy, the (cnſe and ſerious 
conſideration wherof imboldens us to Supplicant this Honourable Aſſembly. 


That you wauld bee pleaſed to perſeuere in your indeauours to ont the Popiſh Lords, as 
the Biſhops are alreadie from voting in the Honſe of Peers. That Speedy and power- 
full ayds may be ſent to owr proteſtamt Brethren in Ircl 1nd , and the Plorts of the 
Popiſh and malignant Party in this Kingdom preventedby aſfuring the Privileges 
of Parliament ( aur Common and beſt birth right ) from future attempts, Delin- 
quents brought to publike and exemplary puniſhment , and the whole Kingdome 
ſo ſecured that your Petitioners may ( voydof feare ) imploy themſelves in their ſe. 
werall profeſſions. And your Petitioners ſhall ever pray for the happy ſucceſſe of this 
Parliament being ready te engage their lives and fortuns inthe defenceof the true 
Proteſtant Religion hrs Majefties rejall Perſon and Honour,andthe Prixiledges of 
Parliament, according to their late Proteſtation,
